‘turned and came back. When it was

ithe machine was seen te dip. The 


jagroplane came close to the party 
‘as to sweep all to the ground. The 
‘aeroplane careened wildly and 


plunged to the earth, unseating the 
‘aviator and wrecking the machine. 
Ruth Hildreth was unconscicus 
when. spectators reached her and 
blood was gushing from a raping 
wound tn her head.
